Chatham Court—Scenes and Inci- 
dents Attendant Thereon. 

PrrTsBoRo, March 25th, 1874. 


Messrs. Editors :—We arrived at 
this place on Monday night at 93 
o’clock, landing at Burk’s hotel, 
where we were refreshed by an excel- 
lent supper, after a ride of three and 
a balf hours from Lockville,a dis- 
tance of twelve miles, which must 
have been measured by a coon skin 
with the tail thrown in, judging from 
the length of time taken in the jour- 
ney. We found a great crowd in 
attendance upon Court, which con- 
vened on Monday, with Judge Tour- 
gee as the presiding genius. ‘The 
following lawyers were noticed in 
the bar: J. J. Jackson, John Man- 
ning, M. B, Waddell, John M. Mor- 
ing, H. A. London, Jr., and J. G. 
Renshaw, of Chatham, Col. iL. C. 
Edwards, of Raleigh, Jones Watson, 
of Chapel Hill, Ek. Ss. Parker, of Gra- 
hain, and the Solicitor, Jas. R. Bulia, 
of ciigh Point. The press was rep- 
resented by Josiah Vurner, Jr., of tire 
Sentinel, Myr. Corbell, of the State 
Agriculiural Journal, Mr. Meswain, 
ot the Fayetteville Hag/e and your 
correspondent of the NerEws. The 
Grimioal docket is filled with the 
usual bastardy assault and battery 
and larceny cases. Qnite a novel 
scene occured in the court room on 
vesterday. A sturdy specimen of 
ebonism, who was convicted of mis- 
appropriating wheat, upon receiving 
his sentence of two years imprison- 
ment in Hotel ’de State, fainted with 
all the pathetic eflect of a delicate 
young lady when overcome by thie 
suflocation of a crowded room and 
tight lacing, without the advantare 
of her bottle of salts. 

Yesterday (Tuesday) evening the 
town Was enlivened by tiorse trading. 
The assemblage of horses Was 
nificent in numbers bul beautifaily 
less in value. ‘The aggregate worth 
of the whole stock, including six 
one-eyed mules and two long-eared 
aniimais, was almost sutlicient to buy 
a respectable turnout, So exciting 
had the swapping and reswapping be- 
come toward sunset that one indi- 
vidual carried away by the enthusi- 
asm of the moment, mounted an ele- 
vated position and loudly proclaimed 
that ‘he be d—dif he did’nt have the 
sorryest horse upon the hill.’”? The 
bet was simultaneously and imme- 
diately taken up by those present, 
stakes were freely oifered and then 
ensued the liveliest portion of the 
time. Wewere appointed judge ot the 
matter, but after careful inspection, 
candidly confessed ourselves to be 
non compus mentis. 

The people of Chatham are much 
interested upon the subject of the 
election to take place on the 21st 
day of next May upon the proposi- 
tion for the county to subscribe the 
sui of 375,000 to the projected Rail- 
road from Haywood, on the Raleigh 
and Augusta Air-Line via Pittsboro 
to some point on the Alamance line. 
This is the old Cane Creek Railroad 
project, with some amendments, 
which was chartered by the Legisla- 
ture of 1870 and 1871. The general 
opinion is that the vote will be very 
close. ‘The greater portion of the 
Conservatives are opposed to the tax- 
ation, but a sufficient number of 
thei, in conjunction with the Re- 
publicans, arein its favor to make 
the matter doubttul. We were in- 
formed by one of the principal law- 
yers of Chatham ilat the ceunty was 
not a single dollar indebi. Such be- 
ing the case, the railroad should, by 
all means, be cohstructed, as the ex- 
eellent farming lands of this section 
are lying comparatively dormant for 
the want of facilities for the transpor- 
tationof Wheat, oats, clover and other 
products of the soil. We observed 
the wheat fields along ‘he line of the 
Chatham Railroad covered with a 
thick garbage of green, and under- 
stand the prospect for a fine grain 
crop the ensuing year is very prom- 
ising. The people here, situated 
upon the Chatham Hills, though not 
yet holding out-door prayer meetings, 
are nevertheless somewhat excited 
over the mitigated throbs of the vol- 
‘nnie disturbance occasioned by sym- 
pathetic affection, and watch the 
inonster With eager anxiety. 1).

Mr. SAXES LECTURE ON THE 
“FRENCH FOLKS AT HoME.’’—Mr. 
Saxe delivered his lecture on the 
‘French Folks at Home’’ at Tucker 
Hall lastevening to a good audience. 
He was introduced by Col. Walter 
Clarke, of thiscity. ‘The lecture was 
exceedingly interesting and was lis- 
tened to with marked attention 
throughout, and el citing much ay. 
plause. The following brief synop- 
sis of the manner in which the 
speaker delineated the French ehar- 
acter and csutoms wiil be found of in- 
terest : 

The lecturer commenced with the 
remark that the man had wisdom as 
well as wit who, in his classification 
of humankind, divided the race into 
“Men, WomenandFrench.”’ It was 
a neat way of saying that the Gallic 
character is so peculiar that when 
you have described any mere man as 
such, a Frenchman stil! eludes the 
definition—being something more 
and other than you have put down in 
your description. 

ENGLISH TRADITION, 


John Bull—even the intelligent and 
traveled John Bull—stiil remembers, 
unconseiously perhaps, the ancient 
grudge of his fathers toward the 
‘‘frog-eaters,’’ and can never quite do 
them justice, even if he cared to, 
Which, commonly, he does not. 

He enjoys his prejudices and anti- 
pathies too heartily for that, aud does 
not wish to be disabused of errors 
which are to him more agreeable than 
facts! 

Indeed, his contempt for a French- 
man extends to the language he 
speaks, which he sometimes employs 
as aconvenience of the moment— 
always, however, de-Gallicising the 
tongue as much as_ possible by his 
pronunciation—which, iike that of 
the good Abbess in Chancer’s tale, 
has the accent taught in Stratford-at- 
Bowe, rather than that of the Paris- 
ian schools, 

His way of speaking the language 
is more HMnglish, and therefore bet- 
ter ! 

It is accordingly very easy to see 
that it is not to English tradition that 
we are to look for truth about French 
people. 

THE POLICE OF PAKIS. 

The chief marvel of it all is the per- 
fection of the police, which keeps so 
vast and incongruous a population of 
merry makers within the bounds of 
vood behavior; a system so thorough 
and efticient as to render this great 
city of two millions of people the 
most safe and orderly and decorous 
in the world. 

I often heard itremarked by Ameri- 
cans long resident in Paris, ‘}Luman 
life is safer here at midnight than in 
New York or London at midday.” 
So rigorous, so vigilant, so ubiquitous 
is the police of Paris that nothing of 
importance escapes its Argus eyes, or 
seems beyond the reach of its Bria- 
reanarims. And yet itis seldom visi- 
meddiesome, and never noisily 
or brutally demonstrative. 

ECONOMY AND FRUGALITY. 

If | were asked whatis the most 
striking trait in the character and 
domestic senage of the French peo- 
ple, Lshouldanswer Aconomy—using 
the word in its primitive aud most 
extended signifiention. ‘To make 
the mostof everything—if notaiways 
the best—of time, of money, of life; 
in work, in play, itm relaxation—that 
is, L think, the most Freneh of all 
French arts and sciences. Of course, 
this economy meansa good deal more 
than frugality, which, however, it 
includes, asthe whole of anything 
contains a part. ‘To thisfrugaiity, at 
ohnee the most general minute, is 
added the proverbial Gallic savoir 


faire, the gift which the ancient 


Greeks (who were famous for it) eall- 
ed ‘nous,’ and which modern Yan- 
kees designate as ‘‘gumption’—that 
is tosay, the utmost skill in contri- 
vance and cleverness in application 
—a faculty, or rather a combination 
of faculties, so potent and universal 
as to fully warrant the declaration 
that the mere want of an L[rish fami- 
ly of the lower class would half suf- 
fice for the maintenance of a French 
household of a similar grade, con- 
taining an equal number of mouths 
to be fed and backs to be clothed. 


FONDNESS FOR GAMES. 


To games of all sorts they devote 
themselves with extraordinary and 
almost ludicrous enthusiasm. In 
their leisure moments, or when there 
is a company to entertain, the whole 
family and their visitors may be seen 
playing at loto, or backgammon, or 
dominoes for hours together, with 
copper coins for stakes, or wanting 
these, with beans, black and white— 
just to keep up the idea of hazard, so 
hneeessary to the pleasure of the game- 
ster everywhere. 

Besides these harmless games for 
couples and and companies there are 
others for the consolation of the soli- 
tary—games for the single player— 
commonly an old man or invalid—in 
which, engaging his right hand 
against his left, he ean divert himself 


with the antagonism of his personal 


members; and so, whatever the event, 
be always certain of a half victory, 
with never a more grevious chagrin 
than a half defeat. 

THE CARNIVAL. 

With all their fondness for dancing 
and kindred excitements, it is chief- 
ly during the period of the Carnival 
that they give themselves up without 
restraint, to the fasecinations of Terp- 
sichore and Momus and Bacchus, 
vielding to the madness, not without 
method, of wine, music and masque- 
rade. ‘The Carnival is the great feast 
whieh precedes the longtast—the 
forty days’ farewell to the “blessed 
pullets and fat hams’? so unctuously 
celebrated by the minstrel of Panta- 
gruel in the pages of Rabelas. 

The good taste, the elegance, even 
of Freuch manuers is obvious enough 
among all ciasses, high and low, rich 
and poor, educated and ignorant. 
How large a percentage of genuine 
benevolence could be found by a nice 
analysis of each particular “merci,” 
or other familiar courtesy 
of speech. of course, impossible 
tosay. Good manners, ho less than 
bad, are under the control of habit, 
and habit of any sort comes at last to 
be independent of special emotion, 

But this is certain, that good habits 
commonly originate in good princi- 
ples, and would fail at last without 
their support. 

One of the best proofs of the genu- 
ineness of French politeness in gen- 
eral is the fact that like certain ar- 
ticles of food and medicine, itmay be 
‘warranted to Keep in any elimate.”’ 


The best test of all that it is active at 
home, of constant employment inthe 
routine of business, and in the inter- 
course of the family circle. 

Let it be said, to the honor of the 
nation and by reflection to the shame 
of many American juveniles of both 
sexes, that no French child ever 
speaks to orof his parents or adult 
relations save in terms and tones of 
tender regard and profound respect. 
SWEARING. 


It is doubtless owing to his extreme 
excitability that the Frenehman’s 
discourse is decorated so profusely 
with what is commonly called swear- 
ing. ‘ 

His oaths, however, except on great 
occasions, are usually of a mild type, 
and seem very harmless indeed com- 
pared with the terrible objurgations 
of an Englishman or an American, 
which rarely signify less than great 
injury to their own eyes, or perdition 
to another’s soul. As, according to 
the witty authors of the famous “One 
Horse-Shay,”’ 

The deacon swore, as deacons dew, 

With anI do yum and I teli you. 

In like manner the excited son of 
France avoids the stronger expres- 
sions of which he is capaple, and 
vents his anger or his astonishment 
in a parbleu, morbleu or sacre bleu, 
which really have no significance 
whatever, though from their azure 
coloror they may have given rise to 
the expression, ‘‘ swearing till all is 
blue.”’ 

WORSHIP. 


Itisa pleasing and characteristic 
feature of worship in French churehes 
that no privileges are arrogated by 
rank or weath; that high and low, 
rich and poor, Kneel side by side as if 
to acknowledge their common level 
of sin and weakness in the presence 
of the Great Father; a striking con-

Dear Sir: I have drawn samples of the Guano, as it has arrived in cargo lots, and find 
it ex_eedingly uniform in the amount of Phosphoric Acid it contains, pamely, from 15 
to 19 percent. This iscombined with Lime, and is of animal origin, and readily assimi- 
lable by plants. It contains potential ammonia and nitric acid, having a combined 
Nitrogen value equal to Irom 2 to3 per cent. of ammonia, with the alkalies Potash and 
Soda, and valuable proportions of Sulphate of Liine. The whole forming avery desirable 
combination for all crops, and when applied to land, the crop receiving proper tillage, 
must, in my opinion, give as good results as any guano offered to the farmer. 
Being of animal origin, the organtic matter has undergone partial deco u position, and 
it mecessarily contains a valuable amount of Humus, which makes its fertilizing power 
much pr eagenne than fertilizers which are compounded large:y of Peruvian Guano, which, 
beyond its ammonia and small phosphatic value, has little er no power in absorbing 
from the atmosphere and retaining in the soi! the movabie elements absorbed by mois- 
ture and breught down by the rains, as tiie guano you are now placing upon the market.

DEAR Six: In compliance with your request, I have analy zed sample of Guanahani 
Guano,” and have made additional exam, nation of an average sample from a lot of 300 
tons, the result of which, 1 beg to embrace in the following: The Guano is a brownish 
owder, With lumps of combinatlons of lime with Carbonic, Phosphoric and Nitric acids. 
t contains a considerable quantity of water (about 20 per cent.), and w hen dried is a paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24% per cent, of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent, wa. found, All the nitrogen ~~ would be equivalent 
to about 314 per cen!.of ammonia, The phosphoric acid in the Guanoj about 1214 per 
cent., equal to 273 per cent. of bone pho- phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospnate of lime, which, being 
slightly solu ble in water, renders the Guan» as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do. The smali percentage of potash, which was foun 
in the analysis, adds to its value.

Rowlett & Tannor, Ist of October, 1873, to use upon my wheat crop, as an experiment, I 
applied 1t 200 ibs. per acre, The wheat was seeded from the 10th to the 17th of October. | 
was very careful inthe application, leaving two strips of land through the fleid; one of 
an acre, the other two acres. ‘bhe one acre strip was manured with * * * * * Phosphate, 
The two acre strip was in tobacco, heavily manured with stable manure and * * * 
Tobacco Fertilizer. I also added a strip of very poor land (stubble) ou one end, three- 
fifths ofan acre, Upon this I applied 100 lbs. of Guanahani, and also moistened the 
wheat and rolled itin theGuano. (I mean the wheat sewn upon this three-fifths strip.) 
The season has been favorable, and the young wheat is looking very well; and that upon 
the narrow strip of poor land, equally as as upon the heavily manured tobacco 
land.

man, Geo. IL. Mabson, because they 
do not wish it understood that they 
would advocate the removal of the 
present incumbent, Mr. Rumily, on 
the ground of his being a white man. 
Their position is that Mr. Rumily 1s 
of no earthly account on service to 
the Republican party of the State, 
that he is a drone upon, the 
party and is kept in position 
through the influence of men, whose 
actions are detrimental to the best 
interest of the party, and that his re- 
moval will be satisfactory to nine- 
tenths of the real Republicans of the 
8rd District, as weli as the foremost 
men in the State ae of the Dis- 
trict. The memoralists state that 
they will not name any person for 
the vacancy ubless requested to do so 
by the President, but will be satisfied 
With the removalot Mr. Rumily, and 
content with the appoiutinent of any 
member of good standing in the 
party living in the State. They fur- 
ther state that the District in which 
this collection port is, having no Re- 
publican representative, they would 
suggest that Hon. Thos. Settle, Gen. 
Allen Rutherford and Mr. Alfred 
Howe be asked to name a successor 
for Mr. Rumily, in case the order of 
removal is made.
